Every student, 
without a single exception, is a mem- 
ber, and several of tho professors are 
its frequent and liberal patrons. 

The furniture will ho moved in, 
and the room lifted up in good order 
during the coming week. Thou we 
will have as line a reading room, in 
proportion to the number of students, 
as any college in the land. It may 
not he as huge as those connected 
with the largest institutions of learn- 
ing, but in arrangement and selec- 
tion of reading matter, it will be 
inferior Io none.

But, as Sahin said, it 
seems that, " a tnat.'s ideas lying in the 
front, of his head are ever seeking an 
outlet," and, as there is no convenient 
place where a few can assemble and 
enjoy some humorous stories, the boys 
will talk when 1 they can. A healthy 
man does not appreciate the value of 
health till ho gets sick, and probably 
some of the stsdents do not fully 
appreciate the value of the room as a 
reading room. That a few anecdotes 
or tin occasional intellectual battle has 
a. wholesome clTect on mind af well as 
body, no one will deny. But that a 
student who desires to make the bee) 
use of his time can afford frequently 
to while away any considerable portion 
of his study timo in idlo conversation, 
few will be prepared to prove. And 
if this is done in n public room, the 
effect is not coiitined to those who 
talk ; but others, who surely need to 
improve their minds by reading, find 
listening a more agreeable, if less pro- 
fitable, pastime.
